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Abstract Following article 52 of the 4th edition of the International Code of Zoological Nomenclature (ICZN ) the new 
scientific names of six homonymous species of three genera Homoneura, Minettia and Sapromyza are proposed , including Homoneura 
( Homoneura) conjunctiva nom. nov., Homoneura ( Homoneura) oceaniensis nom. nov., Homoneura ( Homoneura) laoensis nom. nov., 
Homoneura ( Homoneura) singaporica nom. nov., Minettia ( Minettiella) sasakawai nom. nov., Sapromyza ( Sapromyza) sasakawai nom. 
nov. All examined materials are deposited in the Entomological Museum of China Agricultural University ( GAU). 
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In the paper, twelve species are involved, with 
six new names proposed as replacement names for 
homonyms following article 52 of the 4th edition of the 
International Code of Zoological Nomenclature ( ICZN) . 


1 Homoneura ( Homoneura) conjunctiva nom. nov. 
Homoneura ( Homoneura) conjuncta Yang, Hu & Zhu, 2002. Forest Insects 
of Hainan; 779. Type locality: China ( Hainan, Haikou). 
Homoneura ( Homoneura) conjuncta (Johnson, 1914); Miller, 1977. Iowa 
St. F. Res, 52 (2): 188. [ Sapromyza conjuncta Johnson, 1914. 
Psyche (Camb) , 21; 22. Type locality; USA (Rhode Island). ] 
Remarks. The species name conjuncta Yang, Hu & 
Zhu, 2002 was preoccupied by conjunda (Johnson, 
1914), both of them belonging to the subgenus 
Homoneura of the genus Homoneura. The former is 
distributed in the Oriental Region and the latter is 
distributed in the Nearctic Region. We propose the 
new name, Homoneura ( Homoneura) conjunctiva nom. 
nov. as a replacement scientific name for this species. 
Distribution. China (Hainan, Fujian). 
Etymology. Latin, conjunctiva, meaning 
connecting, referring to the wing with brown cloud on 
r-m confluent with a large brown apical spot in 
subcostal cell; a feminine adjective. 


2 Homoneura ( Homoneura) oceaniensis nom. nov.

Remarks. The species name nubila Malloch, 1929 
was preoccupied by nubila ( Melander, 1913), both of 
them belonging to the genus Homoneura ( Miller, 

1977), and we propose the new name, Homoneura 

( Homoneura) oceaniensis nom. nov. as a replacement 

scientific name for this species. 
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Distribution. French Polyne sia (Society Islands). 
Etymology. The new scientific name is derived 
from its distribution area Oceania. 


3 Homoneura ( Homoneura) laoensis nom. nov.

Remarks. The species name serrata Sasakawa, 
2003 was preoccupied by serrata Gao & Yang, 2002, 
both of them belonging to the genus Homoneura, and 
we propose the new name, Homoneura ( Homoneura) 
laoensis nom. nov. as a replacement scientific name for 
this species. 

Distribution. Laos. 

Etymology. The new scientific name is derived 
from its type locality Laos. 


4 Homoneura ( Homoneura) singaporica nom. nov.

Remarks. The species name shewelli Sasakawa, 
1998 was preoccupied by shewelli Miller, 1977, both of 
them belonging to the genus Homoneura. The former is 
distributed in the Oriental Region and the latter is 
distributed in the Nearctic Region. We propose the 
new name, Homoneura ( Homoneura) singaporica nom. 
nov. as a replacement scientific name for this species. 

Distribution. Singapore. 

Etymology. The new scientific name is derived 
from its type locality Singapore.

5 Minettia ( Minettiella) sasakawai nom. nov. 
(Figs 1 -8) 
Sapromyza ( Sapromyza) acrostichalis Sasakawa, 2001. Sci. Rep. Kyoto Pref: 
Univ., Hum. Env. & Agr., 53; 50. Type locality; Vietnam (Fyan). 
Minettia acrostichalis ( Sasakawa & Kozánek, 1995) ; Shatalkin, 1998. Ent. 
Oboz., 77 (7): 809. [ Calliopum acrostichalis Sasakawa & Kozánek, 


1995. Jpn. J. Ent., 63 (2); 329. Type locality; North Korea. ] 
Remarks. Sapromyza ( Sapromyza) acrostichals was 
described and illustrated by Sasakawa (2001). After 
examination of photographs of the holotype ( provided 
by Dr. Steve D. Gaimari), we propose that this 
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species should be transferred to the genus Minettia, the 
subgenus Minettiella which leaves this species name, 
precoccupied by Minettia acrostichalis ( Sasakawa & 
Kozánek, 1995). Shatalkin (1998) suggested that M. 
acrosticalis ( Sasakawa & Kozánek, 1995) might be a 
synonym of M. coracina Shatalkin, 1993, but remained 
ambiguous, so the species is currently considered 
valid, therefore we propose the new name, Minettia 
( Minettella) sasakawai nom. nov. as a replacement 
scientific name for Sapromyza ( Sapromyza) acrostichalis 
Sasakawa in combination with Mintettia. The species is 
somewhat similar to Minettia ( Minettiella ) atrata 
Meijere , 1910 from Indonesia (Java) in mesoscutum 0 
+2 dorsocentral setae and a pair of long acrostichal 
setae present in front of prescutellar setae, but it can be 
separated from the latter by the arista with microscopic 
hairs, the mesoscutum with the acrostichal setae in 4 
rows, and the legs mostly black except the fore basal 
tarsus dark yellow on basal 3/4 and the mid and hind 
tarsi dark yellow. In Minettia ( Minettiella) atrata, the 
arista is short plumose, the acrostichal setae is in 6 
rows on the mesoscutum and the leg is black except the 
unique hind tarsi is yellow (Meijere, 1910).

‘The species name parallela Sasakawa , 
2008 , belonging to the subgenus Sapromyza of the genus 
Sapromyza, was preoccupied by parallela Carles-Tolra, 
1992, belonging to the subgenus Sapromyzosoma of the 
genus Sapromyza. The former is distributed in the 
Oriental Region and the latter is distributed in the 


Palaearctic Region.
